The long trial of the 21 Nail War 
Criminals closed with each of them 
having twenty minutes to clear him¬ 
self. The verdict of the Intenational 
Oourt will not be given for some 
weeks. Millions who are usking them 
aelves how anything short of death 
can be the verdict, have a vngue 
feeling that even death, one death 
for each conspirator, can never sat¬ 
isfy Justice: cannot atone for the 
misery, cruelty and butchery of thiB 
band of Huns. 

The importance of tills trial goes 
beyond these 21 men. For tile first 
time In modern history, conspirators 
against mankind have been brought 
to trial. After the last war, the men 
who sent Germany to fight the world 
fled to Holland or stayed in Ger¬ 
many. Von Hindetihurg. the top Gen¬ 
eral, became the President of tier- 
many. Now the defeated Nazis face 
tbs bar of justice as criminals a- 
galnst mankind. If the trial serves 
as a stern warning that men who 
start Wars are enemies against man, 
and will be Shot, something has been 
accomplished. War mongers must 
know, that when they cease to value 
human life, it includes their own. 
This adds a new and unpleasant r’sk 
for the instigators to the beastly 
business. If this trial establishes (he 
precedent that crimes cannot be com 
mttted against mankind and thut 
there is legal machinery to establish 
guilt and punish offenders, It will 
have great historical moulting. The 
trials have been carried out in tile 
procedure of the British courts.

In witness 
thereof we present the following — 

BY-LAW 31 

By-law Referring to the securing of 
horses and regulating the speed of 
horses and vehicles within the town 
of RSyniond. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
the town of Raymond deem it ex¬ 
pedient to pass the Billowing by-law: 
NOW THERErORE the Municipal 
Council of the said town enacts as 
follows that is to say: 

1. No horse, mule or other animal 
ami no bicycle, tricycle, automobile 
motor car, motor cycle, waggon, 
carriage or vehicle of any kind or 
nature whatsoever 'shall be ridden 
or driven upon any street, bridge or 
public place, within the municipality 
at a greater speed than six miles an 
hour. 

2. No person being the driver or 
rider or having charge of any horse 
or horses or other animal or animals 
whether hitched or not to any carr¬ 
iage or vehicle shall leave any such 
horse or other animal standing in 
any street or public place within tho 
municipality unless such driver, rid 
er or person shall remain near the 
head of such horse or animal having 
hold of the reins or lines or unless 
such hordfe or animal shall be firmly 
secured to some post or other sub¬ 
stantial place er fastening prepared 
for that purpose or shall have attach 
ed to the hit of such horse or uuimal 
by a substantial rope, strap or chain 
a metal weight or drag weighing not 
less than ten pounds. 

Any person violating any of the 

provisions or this by -law sSsii upon 

summary conviction be liable to a 
fine of not lestt than Five Dollars 
nor more than Ten Dollars with 
Costs and in default ot payment 
to Imprisonment In the lock-up 
house of the municipality' for a per¬ 
iod not to exceed ten days.

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Canadian Who Designed Empire State 
Building, la Dead 

HASTINGS-ON-HUDSON. N.Y. — 
Richmond Hhrlove Shreve, the Nova 
Scotian who designed modern man'i 
most Impressive structure, the Em¬ 
pire State Building In New York City, 
died here recently. He was 69. 

Member of a New York firm which 
designed the 102-storey Empire State 
Building. Mr. Shreve ulso aided in 
the designing of New York City's 
second most valuable real estate 
property, the $50,000,000 Parkchester 
housing development in the East 
Bronx. 

Parkchester, 13.000-npartment resU 
dentlal and business project owned 
and operated by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, houses 
nearly 40,000 residents in 51 buildings 
covering 129 acres of land. Its tax¬ 
able valuation is second only to the 
$100,000,000 Rockefeller Centre in 
mid-Manhattan. 

The development comprises build¬ 
ings ranging from six to 13 storeys, 
each with a dozen or more apart¬ 
ments. 

Mr. Shreve was born In Cornwallis, 
N.S. He was a son of Very Rev. 
Richmond Shreve. once Dean of the 
Anglican Cathedral in Quebec City.

CLARKSON, Ont.—The nucleus of 
a new “back-to-the-land" movement 
might be found among a group of 
“big city’’ girls who have been spend¬ 
ing their summer months on farms 
in this district about 20 miles west 
of Toronto. 

Comprising university and high 
school students, typists, stenograph¬ 
ers and secretaries, the group gener¬ 
ally is well disposed to farming as a 
career. In fact, some of the girls 
said they would prefer to marry 
farmers rather than city men. 

“I'd love to live on a farm all my 
life,” was the enthusiastic comment 
made by petite Claire St. Pierre of 
Quebec City. Claire, just turned 19, 
could only say 'yes' and ‘no* in Eng¬ 
lish before she came here and now 
has a large vocabulary at her com¬ 
mand. 

“But if a farmer boy proposed to 
me. I'd say ‘yes' any time," she 
added. 

Valeric Charlebois of Fort William 
is seriously considering giving up her 
chosen profession as a stenographer 
because “farming is a lot more fun.” 
And 18-year-old Margaret Willis, a 
student majoring in psychology at the 
University of Toronto, said she was 
quite willing to trade her degree 
“for a few acres of ground any 
I time.”

Gold Medal 

QUEBEC.—J. A. Ecdles of Sweets 
burg and Philibert Audet of Comp¬ 
ton have taken first and second place 
respectively in the 1946 Agricultural 
Merit competition for farmers of the 
province. Minister of Agriculture 
Laurent Barre Announced. 

The two farmers become Com¬ 
manders of the Agricultural Order 
and will be awarded the Gold medal 
at the Quebec provincial exhibition. 
Mr. Ecclcs placed first with 932.5 
while Mr. Audet obtained 920 points. 
In the silver medal section, Raoul 
Poitras, of Ste. Helene, Bagot County, 
headed the list with 905 points. 

The competition this year attracted 
79 candidates in the different classes; 
professional farmers 11, gentleman 
farmers 2, silver medal 38, and bronze 
medal 28. 


Housing Drive 


Some Details Regarding Construction 

In Britain During Current Year 

The rate of progress of Britain's 
; housing drive is increasing. White 
Papers published on August 29th 
show that during July 10,395 houses 
were completed of which 5,109 were 
permanent. This is the highest figure 
, since the end of the war, comparing 
well with June’s total of 8,039. The 
total number of houses completed 
since April 1st. 1945. is 60.452, 20,027 
of which are permanent, and of 
them 2,578 fire blitzed houses^ com¬ 
pletely rebuilt. Private enterprise 
has been responsible for the larger 
part of the permanent houses com¬ 
pleted to the end of July, in building 
11,917 compared with 8,110 built by 
local authorities.

a p j mum P r,ces were set on foods on a basis of the an- 

ticipated supply and demahd. In the case of any 
commodity being in excessive supply, and the price falling below the mini¬ 
mum, the board could buy it up. until the price was stabilized. In reverse, 
it could place on the market additional supplies of foods whose prices had 
risen above the maximum. It is also proposed that the board should 
organize a six to twelve months’ food reserve, to be used in case of crop 
failures should any one commodity be produced in such quantity as to 
threaten the w'orld balance, the board would have the power to set export 
quotas between the producing nations. Funds would be necessary for the 
operation of a board of this nature and it was suggested that these could 
be raised, in part, at least by contributions from the nations benefitting 
from its services.

Precious Stones 


British - American Agents Recover 
Hoard In Germany 

FRANKFURT.—British and United 
States agents seized precious stones i 
and metals possibly exceeding $10,- 
000,000 in value and arrested hun¬ 
dreds of Germans in the largest joint 
British-American operation in Ger¬ 
many since the dissolution of su¬ 
preme headquarters, it was an¬ 
nounced. 

Swooping suddenly on 367 selected 
places in the two zones, the raiders 
recovered a vast hoard of diamonds, 
gold, silver and platinum. A spokes¬ 
man said it was "conjectural but 
conceivable" that the hoard may have 
been designed to finance “a resurg¬ 
ence of German nationalist move¬ 
ments.” 

Clues to the hiding places came 
from typically thorough German 
records of the Reichstelle filer 
Edelmetallc (Reich- agency for pre¬ 
cious metals) which told how the 
hoard had been dispersed before the 
war’s end in an attempt to keep it 
from falling into allied hands. 

Tabulation of confiscated materials 
was not complete, but from 79 places 
I—less than a quarter of the total 
number of points raided—about $2.- 
500,000 in precious stones and metals 
was recovered, the spokesman said. 
He indicated the total may run above 
$ 10 , 000 , 000 .

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Says United 
States Will Not 
Attack Russia 

WASHINGTON. — President Tru¬ 
nin n obtained from Commerce Secre¬ 
tary Wallace a pledge of silence, 
while keeping him in the cabinet, and 
promptly rushed out a reassurance 
that the United States has no Idea 
of attacking Russia. 

Mr. Wallace, In a letter made pub¬ 
lic, said “a school of military think-" 
Ing" advocated a preventive war on 
Russia before the Soviets have atom 
bombs. Mr. Wallace denounced such 
thinking. 

Mr. Truman took two decisive steps 
In short order: 

1. He arranged for a gag on Mr. 
Wallace for the duration of the Paris 
peace conference. Coincidentally, It 
also may last through much of the 
congressional campaign for the fall 
elections. 

2. He got from War Secretary 
Patterson and Navy Secretary For- 
restal a joint letter completely dis¬ 
avowing any such "thinking” as Mr. 
Wallace referred to, and had his aides 
release it to newspapermen immedi¬ 
ately without comment. 

The text of the letter follows: 

"In the letter of Secretary Wal- j 
lace dated July 23, published in the 
newspapers this morning, the state¬ 
ment is made that ‘a school of mili¬ 
tary thinking' is advocating 'a pre¬ 
ventive war, an attack on Russia 
now before Russia has atomic bombs.’ 

"There is no basis for this state¬ 
ment. There is no such military 
thinking in the war and navy depart¬ 
ments. We know of no responsible 
officer In the army or navy who has 
ever advocated or even suggested a 
policy or plan of attacking Russia." 

Mr. Truman apparently told Mr. 
Wallace emphatically that he stands 
four-square behind State Secretary, 
Byrnes and the methods Mr. Byrnes 
is pursuing, which Mr. Wallace 
criticized. 

WESTERN ^OAL 


Predict Price Increase For Coal Mined 
In The West 

CALGARY.—Sources close to the 
western Canada coal industry pre¬ 
dicted an increase of about 50-cents 
a ton for domestic coal mined in the 
west, as the dispute between some 
9,000 miner and coal operators ap¬ 
peared near settlement with the min¬ 
er® conceded a $1.40 per day wage 
increase. 

The increane must now be ratified 
by the war labor board and the min¬ 
ers’ locals. A number of minor 
points in the dispute still remain to 
be settled. 

Mining authorities said the aver- 
age man-per-day production in the 
domestic fields stretching from Este- 
van, Saskatchewan, to Vancouver Is¬ 
land was about 3.5 tons. The wage 
increase alone of $1.40 a day would 
mean an additional cost of 40-cents a 
ton, they said. The domestic mines 
employ about 4,500 men. 

Other concessions granted the min¬ 
ers that are expected to increase the 
price of domestic coal includes the 
welfare fund royalty of three cents 
a ton, reduction from a 48-hour to 
a 40-hour work week, with mine 
maintenance costs remaining the 
same and new holiday provisions. 

The increase granted the 4,500 
bituminous miners are not expected 
to affect the public so directly. Chief 
customers of these mines, which are 
located in Alberta and British Colum¬ 
bia, are the railways, steam indus¬ 
trial plants in the west and the big 
smelting company plant at Tra.l, 
B.C. 

The wage increase is expected to 
put an additional $3,000,000 in the 
miners’ annual paychecks, boosting 
Individual wages from $7.55 to $8.95 
per day. 


ENTITLED TO BONUS 


Many Alberta Townships Are Declared 
Crop Failure Areas 

EDMONTON.—Application is being 
made to the federal government to 
declare 406 Alberta townships as crop 
failure areas, Affairs Ministers C. E. 
Gerhart said. 

An area is declared to be a crop 
failure section through having an 
average wheat yield of less than five 
bushels per acre. The farmers are 
entitled to a bonus under the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation act. 

The Alberta townships are in the 
special areas *ln the eastern part of 
the province and extend to the south¬ 
east corner to the vicinity of the in¬ 
ternational border. 


LEVEL MAINTAINED 

No Change In Sugar Ration Or Price 
For Canadians 

OTTAWA. —The Canadian sugar 
raltion will "definitely” be maintained 
at its present level despite a sharp 
drop in sugar stocks and the price 
of sugar will be maintained despite 
an increase in sugar prices in the 
United States, prices board officials 
aaid. 

The Dominion bureau of statistics, 
in its latest report on the sugar situa¬ 
tion, said stocks on hand last Aug. 
10 dropped to 09,844,580 pounds from 
108,722,723 the previous week and 
165,073,298 the corresponding week 
last year. 2691

WASHINGTON. — The underwater 
atomic explosion at Bikini strength¬ 
ened the conviction of many persons 
in and out of the armed forces that 
the armies and navies of the Second 
Great War are out of date. That ex¬ 
plosion added a new dimension tq 
warfare. Defensive weapons, as now 
constituted, would be helpless against 
it. 

It was a dimension of invisible and 
soundless death persisting for months 
in the form of widely disseminated 
radioactivity against which no pro- 
j tection now seems feasible, 
j It was a dimension the nature of 
which is not yet fully understood and 
J about which the military in reluctant 
to talk—ostensibly for reasons of na¬ 
tional security. But from what Is 
known, it seems reasonable to specu¬ 
late that the atomic bomb, as a 
depth charge, could: 

1. Knock out a major harbor, like 
New York’s, for months. 

2. Spread radioactive poison 
throughout a waterfront area, in the 
case of New York knocking out the 
nation’s financial heart and stopping 
traffic in its most vital port. 

3. Clamp an unbreakable block¬ 
ade on certain strategic straits and I 
perhaps large coastal regions. 

The Hiroshima, Nagasaki and 
Bikini atomic air bursts loosed viol¬ 
ence of an order which made obso¬ 
lete many existing concepts of mili¬ 
tary defence. But such atomic viol- ] s h 0Wn here with his wife and their 11-months-old son, 
ence, however complete, is short 
term. Armies could have marched 
safely through Hiroshima and Naga¬ 
saki the day after their destruction. 

There was no lingering radio-activity. 

It was dissipated in high strata of 
the atmosphere.

Chemical Weed Control 

Within the last few years im¬ 
portant progress has been made in 
chemical weed control. Not only 
have several new chemicals been 
added to the list of effective herbi¬ 
cides, hut remarkable advance 
have been made in the devclopmci. 
of methods for their application. 

Herbicides for the control o 
.weds may be grouped into thru 
■lasses as follows: 

^CfiiUuct Herbicides. These chein 
■als kill all vegetation and sterili^ 
he soil for at least two years 
•’odium chlorate, which is commonb 
applied in the form of "Atlacide”, 
is the best known example. This 
type of herbicide is invaluable for 
use on roadsides, railway rights-of- 
way, along fence lines and ditches, 
and for relatively small patches o, 
perennial weeds. It is, however, 
too expensive for use in eontrollin; 
weeds over large areas. ( 
Selective Chemicals. If properb 
pplied these chemicals will dcstro\ 
•ertain broad-leaved annual weed 
without harming the crop plants 
Dilute sulphuric acid has been 
used for this purpose for mam 
years; but it is now superseded b\ 
t preparation of sodium dinitro- 
rcsol, which is effective in control¬ 
ling wild mustard, stinkweed, an< 
•rtaiu other annuals. 

Translocated Herbicides. Tin 
ire “growth promoting substances' 
uch as 2,4-1).

applied, but are taken into the leal 
and then translocated tu the roots 
and other parts of the plant. They 
are effective against many different 
kinds of annual and perennial 
weeds. )lt is claimed that ordinary 
applications do not" seriously nffc. 
cereals and tmi..,

Rain And Earthquakes 


SELECTED 


Under Certain Conditions Water 
Hastens Or Hinders Oeeiirrenee 

Rain can help set off earthquakes. 
According to Prof. V. Conrad of Har¬ 
vard University’s Blue Hill Observa¬ 
tory. It docs not hasten the occur¬ 
rence of all earthquakes, but only 
those resulting from the down-bend- 
lng of rock strata by the slow load¬ 
ing of erosional debris on top of 
them. The thousands of tons of 
water that filter down Into the 
ground after heavy rains may prove 
the last straw in such a loading in¬ 
creasing the strain in the supporting 
rocks to the breaking point. 

Contrariwise, where an earthquake 
Is in the making as the result of 
forces from beneath pushing up on 
the rock layers, the added burden of 
accumulated rain water will push in 
the opposite direction, perhaps delay¬ 
ing the occurrence of the earth¬ 
quake.—Science Service.

Striking at Kardlnla, in the Med¬ 
iterranean, the insects, related to 
the Canadian grasshopper, caused 
amazing havoc. Then UNRRA sent 
an urgent request to Britain for 24 
tons of the wonder Insecticide. R 
was flown Immediately by transport 
plane. The material was sprayed 
from railway trains and aircraft. 
Soon the locusts were swarming to 
the bait and dying by millions. So 
great were the piles of dead insects 
that roads and railways were block¬ 
ed. "Gammexane" is a British war 
time discovery, known technically as 
hexachlorocyclohexane, reports tne 
C-I-L E'arm News Letter. It Is more 
than 100 times more toxic than sod¬ 
ium arsenate, and several times as 
effective as DDT in locust control 
The new insecticide, In several form¬ 
ulations, is presently being tested a- 
gainst various kinds of insects In 
Canada.
